In  the  mid  1800’s  ,  John  Parker,  a  tailor,  lived  in,  and  had  a  shop 
in  the  basement  of  the  house  which  is  now  the  home  of  the  Misses 
Mabel  and  Mary  Conant.  During  the  same  period,  James  K.  Harvey  ran 
a  store  in  the  building  which  is  now  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Edward  H. 
Kennan,  In  September,  1851  Mr.  Parker  moved  to  a  position  east  of  his 
home  the  “annex”  previously  attached  to  Mr.  Harvey’s  store  and  used 
as  a  storage  room.  It  became  the  front  part  of  what  in  later  years 
became  known  as  Conant’s  Store.  Mr.  Parker  used  it  as  a  tailor  shop 
making  men’s  clothing  in  it  for  five  years  prior  to  moving  with  his 
family,  first  to  New  York  City,  then  to  California. 

In  1856  Lewis  Dean,  who  had  learned  the  wire  business  at  the  wire 
factory  (now  Dean’s  shop)  in  Linconville,  bought  the  house  and  shop 
from  Mr.  Parker,  built  an  addition  to  the  shop,  and  began  making  wire 
goods.  He  also  opened  a  general  store,  which  he  ran  until  1872  when 
George  F.  Conant  bought  the  house  and  business.  Three  years  later 
Mr.  Conant’s  son  Frank  opened  a  clock  and  watch  repair  shop  and  jew¬ 
elry  store  on  the  west  side  of  the  building.  When  his  father  died  in 
1888,  Frank  S.  Conant  took  over  the  store  combining  it  with  his  jewelry 
business.  Eventually  he  dropped  the  sale  of  groceries  and  sold  hard¬ 
ware,  candy,  and  newspapers. 

Mr.  Conant  and  Clarence  H.  Parker,  operator  of  a  general  store  at 
Coldbrook  Springs,  decided,  in  1893,  to  connect  the  two  communities 
with  a  telephone  line.  In  1898  they  organized  the  Conant  and  Parker 
Telephone  Company.  By  1903  the  number  of  telephone  subscribers  had 
increased  to  such  an  extent  that  a  switchboard  had  been  set  up  in  each 
of  the  two  stores  to  handle  calls,  trunk  lines  were  used  between  the 
two  boards,  and  toll  lines  connected  Oakham  with  Barre  and  Wor¬ 
cester. 

The  two  boards  remained  in  operation  until  the  early  1920’s  when 
business  pressure  forced  Mr.  Parker  to  give  up  operation  of  the  Cold- 
brook  switchboard,  and  from  that  time  on  all  telephone  calls  originated 
in  Oakham. 

After  the  death  of  Frank  Conant  in  1926,  his  daughters  the  Misses 
Mabel  and  Mary  Conant  ran  the  telephone  business  and  store  until 
1955,  when  the  company,  the  oldest  of  its  kind  in  Massachusetts,  was 
taken  over  by  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company, 
which  installed  a  dial  system  in  the  town.

GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 
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Statistics  on  dog  licensing  for  the  past  decade  show  that 
the  dog  population  has  varied  little  from  year  to  year.  In 
1950,  130  dogs  were  licensed  and  in  the  intervening  years, 
the  number  has  ranged  from  120  to  130. 

Present  licenses  expire  on  March  31.  New  ones  will  be 
available  after  March  20  and  may  be  obtained  in  person  or 
by  mail.  The  tag  should  be  attached  to  the  dog’s  collar  or 
harness.  If  tags  are  lost  or  become  damaged,  duplicates  at 
10  cents  each  may  be  ordered.  The  law  requires  that  dogs  be 
licensed  when  they  become  three  months  old.

During  four  of  the  last  ten  years  the  number  of  licenses 
sold  was  less  than  100.  Over  120  were  sold  in  each  of  five 
years,  the  largest  number  being  142  in  1951. 

An  alien  may  now  obtain  a  hunting  license  by  applying 
to  the  Director,  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  There  will 
be  a  delay  of  about  a  week  before  receiving  it  as  the  applica¬ 
tion  must  first  be  cleared  by  the  Division  of  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment.  The  cost  of  the  license  is  $15.25. 

This  year  the  Quabbin  Reservoir  will  be  open  to  shore 
and  boat  fishing  from  the  third  Saturday  in  April  to  the  third 
Saturday  in  October  only.  These  dates  correspond  to  the 
open  season  on  trout.  The  ban  on  shore  fishing  at  the  Quab¬ 
bin,  except  for  the  above  dates,  became  effective  January  1. 

The  Division  recommends  that  hunters  wear  fluorescent 
blaze-orange,  the  color  proved  safest  by  field  tests. 

Archery  Deer  Season  stamps,  which  are  required  for 
hunting  deer  with  bow  and  arrow  during  the  archery  deer 
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season,  November  14  through  November  27,  may  be  obtained 
after  July  1  from  town  clerks  at  a  cost  of  $1.10.

March  7

Article  1 

That  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  town  officers  be 
accepted  as  printed. 

Article  8 

That  the  sum  of  $1,100  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  meet 
the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  81  Highway  Main¬ 
tenance,  and-,  that,  in  addition,  the  sum  of  $12,100  be  trans¬ 
ferred  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  to  meet  the  state’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  re¬ 
imbursements  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  surplus 
revenue. 

Article  9 

That  the  sum  of  $1,600  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  meet 
the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  Highway  Main¬ 
tenance  and  that,  in  addition,  the  sum  of  $3,200  be  appro¬ 
priated  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  to  meet  the  state’s  and  county’s  share  of  the  cost  of 
the  work,  reimbursements  to  be  restored,  upon  their  re¬ 
ceipt,  to  surplus  revenue. 

Article  10 

That  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
meet  the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  Highway 
Construction,  these  funds  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
state  and  county  allotments  for  improvements  of  Spencer 
and  New  Braintree  Roads.

be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress  and  that  a  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  Oakham  Bicentennial  Celebration  Fund  and 
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to  be  administered  by  the  Oakham  Bicentennial  Celebra¬ 
tion  Committee  be  established  and  that  sums  of  money  be 
raised  and  appropriated  or  transferred  for  the  purpose 
of  this  fund  at  future  town  meetings;  also  to  accept  any 
donations  from  private  sources. 

Article  16 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  town  create  a  Board  of 
Health,  separate  and  distinct  from  all  existing  boards  and 
committees.  After  a  twenty-five  minute  discussion,  the 
vote  was  taken  by  written  ballot  in  accordance  with  the 
vote  of  the  assembly.  56  votes  were  negatives;  16  were 
affirmative.  The  moderator  declared  the  motion  lost. 

Article  17 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  town  request  the  Board 
of  Health  to  draw  up  a  set  of  by-laws  to  include  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump, 
design  standards  for  the  installation  of  septic  tanks  and 
drainage  fields,  and  any  other  health  problems,  existing 
or  foreseeable. 

An  amendment  was  offered  that  the  second  part  of  the 
motion  “design  standards  for  the  installation  of  septic 
tanks  and  drainage  fields”  be  deleted.  The  amendment 
was  accepted  by  a  vote  of  27  to  11.  The  vote  on  the  main 
motion  was  that  the  town  request  the  Board  of  Health 
to  draw  up  a  set  of  by-laws  to  include  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump,  and  any  other 
health  problems,  existing  or  foreseeable. 

Article  18 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  town  make  an  amendment 
to  the  Town  By-Laws  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
budget  and  finance  committee. 

By  vote  of  the  assembly  following  a  half  hour’s  discus¬ 
sion  the  question  was  decided  by  written  ballot.  37  votes 
were  negative;  24  were  affirmative.  The  moderator  de¬ 
clared  the  motion  lost. 

Article  19 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  town  vote  to  instruct 
the  moderator,  and/or  the  selectmen  to  issue  the  call  for 
the  Discussion  Meeting,  the  Caucus,  and  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  the  above  sequence.  The  motion  “to 
instruct”  shall  include:  “and  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
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have  in  the  hands  of  the  voters  at  said  Discussion  Meeting 
a  mimeographed  copy  of  the  articles  to  be  presented  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting.” 

Tlie  vote  was  by  show  of  hands.  27  were  negative;  11 
were  affirmative.  The  moderator  declared  the  motion 
lost. 

Article  20 

It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $300  be  raised  and  appropri¬ 
ated  to  provide  recreational  facilities  at  Wright  Park. 

72  voters  attended  the  meeting;  130  cast  ballots  in  the 
election.  Except  as  stated  votes  were  unanimous.  At 
11:05  P.M.  it  was  voted  to  adjourn  the  meeting. 

Total  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  —  $101,203.78, 
which  is  $10,878.52  more  than  was  voted  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  1959. 

Special  Town  Meeting 
July  20,  I960 

IT  WAS  VOTED 
Article  1 

That  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  transferred  from  the  Highway 
Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account. 
Article  2 

That  the  sum  of  $350  be  appropriated  from  available  funds 
in  the  treasury  for  use  to  defray  charges  incurred  for 
Veterans’  Services. 

Article  3 

That  the  moderator  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  ap¬ 
point  a  committee  of  five  members  whose  purpose  shall 
be  to  make  a  study  of  the  future  needs  of  the  town  for 
school  purposes  and  to  make  a  report  of  its  findings  at 
the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Article  4 

That  the  sum  of  $100  be  appropriated  from  available 
funds  in  the  treasury  for  use  to  defray  charges  incurred 
by  the  Oakham  Bicentennial  Committee  during  the  year. 

Article  5 

That  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  purchase 
a  new  fire  engine  completely  equipped,  and  that  the  sum  of 
$8,500  be  appropriated  therefor,  $2,500  to  be  appropriated 
from  the  1961  tax  levy,  and  the  balance  to  be  borrowed 
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under  the  authority  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws, 
notes  of  the  town  to  be  paid  as  they  come  due. 

During  the  discussion  of  the  motion,  the  assembly  voted 
to  allow  Axel  W.  Krusell,  president  of  the  Krusell  Insur¬ 
ance  Agency,  Inc.,  North  Brookfield,  to  address  the  meet¬ 
ing.  Mr.  Krusell  explained  the  effect  a  new  fire  truck, 
meeting  certain  specifications,  would  have  on  fire  insur¬ 
ance  rates  in  the  town.  The  vote  on  the  main  motion  was 
taken  by  written  ballot.  50  voted  “yes”;  12  voted  “no”. 
Total  62. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn.  Except  as  indicated,  votes  were 
unanimous. 

Moderator  Frederick  H.  Lane  appointed  to  the  committee 
to  study  school  needs,  Roger  H.  Lonergan,  Willard  C. 
Rutherford,  Max  H.  Kuhner,  Norman  L.  Drolet,  and  Doro¬ 
thy  V.  Lupa. 


Special  Town  Meeting 
October  21,  1960 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  clerk.  In  the 
absence  of  Moderator  Frederick  H.  Lane,  LeRoy  C.  Spin¬ 
ney  was  chosen  to  act  as  temporary  moderator. 

IT  WAS  VOTED 

Article  1 

That  Moderator  Frederick  H.  Lane  be  authorized  and 
instructed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  to 
serve  as  a  “Regional  School  District  Planning  Committee” 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  71  of  the 
General  Laws  as  amended,  and  that  the  sum  of  $50  be 
appropriated  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  to  defray  the  expenses  of  this  committee. 

Article  2 

That  the  sum  of  $600  be  appropriated  from  unappropriated 
available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  pay  the  cost  of  tuition 
and  transportation  for  certain  residents  of  the  town  at¬ 
tending  vocational  education  schools.  There  were  many 
opposing  votes. 

Article  3 

That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  transferred  from  the  Highway 
Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account. 
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It  was  voted  to  adjourn.  20  voters  were  present.  Except 
as  indicated,  votes  were  unanimous. 

Moderator  Frederick  H.  Lane  made  the  following  appoint¬ 
ments  to  the  Regional  School  District  Planning  Commit¬ 
tee:  Willard  C.  Rutherford,  Roger  H.  Lonergan,  Max  H.

An  audit  of  the  general  accounts  of  the  town  for  the  period 
from  May  1,  1958,  and  of  the  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  from 
March  13,  1959,  to  March  24,  1960  was  made  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Bureau  of  Accounts,  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  The  final 
report  of  this  audit  was  received  in  October,  1960,  and  indi¬ 
cated  that  all  accounts  were  in  good  order. 

The  Balance  Sheet  showing  the  condition  of  the  various 
accounts  of  the  town  as  of  March  24,  1960  is  included  in  the 
financial  section  of  this  report. 
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Considerable  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  advis¬ 
ability  of  establishing  a  stabilization  fund  to  meet  the  cost  of 
future  capital  outlay  programs,  and  in  view  of  the  apparent 
need  for  more  school  facilities  in  the  near  future  it  appears 
that  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  town  to  establish 
such  a  fund  in  1961. 

A  chart  showing  the  amount  of  payments  being  made  on 
capital  outlays  at  present  and  the  amounts  that  we  are  com¬ 
mitted  to  pay  in  future,  together  with  the  proposed  payments 
to  the  stabilization  fund,  appears  on  the  following  page. 

Streets  and  Highways 

Work  on  the  final  section  of  Spencer  Road  was  substan¬ 
tially  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  with  only  minor  items 
of  cleaning  up  remaining. 

Preliminary  studies  and  plems  of  the  new  layout  of  New 
Braintree  Road  have  been  made  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  but  the  final  layout  had  not  been  completed  and  made 
available  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

General  mintenance  of  all  roads  and  streets  was  continued 
under  Chapter  81  and  90  Maintenance  programs. 

General 

Although  no  new  construction  work  was  done  at  Wright 
Park  this  year  the  field  was  maintained  and  improved  and 
some  new  playground  equipment  purchased. 

Improvements  to  the  Center  Cemetery  were  continued 
under  the  direction  of  the  Cemetry  Committee  and  the  final 
section  should  be  completed  in  1961. 

The  program  of  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the 
town  dump  was  continued  during  the  year.  A  set  of  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  the  dump  was  drawn  up 
and  published,  extension  of  the  face  of  the  dump  was  con¬ 
tinued  so  that  the  wet  areas  will  be  filled  in,  a  program  of 
rodent  control  was  started  and  the  dump  was  burned  over 
periodically  by  the  fire  department. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  met  periodically  with  the 
Oakham  Bicentennial  Committee  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  STXJDY  COMMITTEE 

The  members  of  the  Oakham  School  Study  Committee 
met  frequently  for  discussions  of  problems  arising  from  the 
natural  growth  of  the  Oakham  School  population  within  the 
foreseeable  future.  Meetings  were  held  with  Dr.  Bowlby, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Mr.  Carey,  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendent,  to  obtain  their  expert  advice.  Rutland  invited  the 
Study  Committee  to  attend  the  Rutland  Planning  Board’s 
Meeting  and  to  discuss  in  a  preliminary  way  the  consideration 
of  joining  with  Rutland  and  possibly  one  other  town  in  provid¬ 
ing  facilities  for  Junior  High  School  students  on  a  regional 
basis. 

The  Oakham  Elementary  School  enrollment  was  60  pupils 
in  1950  and  108  pupils  in  the  fall  of  1960.  The  trend  in  popula¬ 
tion  shift  from  larger  cities  to  rural  areas,  brought  about  by 
improved  roads  and  transportation,  will  certainly  be  felt  by 
our  Tovm.  It  is  possible  that  our  Elementary  School  enroll¬ 
ment  will  double  during  the  next  10  years. 

The  Study  Committee  concludes  that  serious  considera¬ 
tion  must  be  given  to  the  strong  possibility  that  a  new  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  of  at  least  double  the  capacity  of  our  present 
school  will  be  required  in  1965  or  1966.  The  Committee  recom¬ 
mends  the  immediate  establishment  of  a  stabilization  fund  to 
aggregate  approximately  $25,000  in  the  year  1965  by  setting 
aside  a  yearly  amount  of  not  less  than  $4000.  With  this  fund 
available  at  the  time  new  school  construction  must  start  the 
State  Government  will  assist  with  an  equal  amount  so  that 
the  cost  of  financing  the  new  school  construction,  and  which 
must  be  borne  by  the  Town,  remains  reasonable. 

To  prevent  over-crowding  of  the  Town’s  available  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  facilities  within  the  immediate  future  the 
Committee  recommends  that  serious  consideration  be  given 
to  a  plan  of  joining  one  or  two  other  Towns  in  the  construction 
of  Regional  Junior  High  School  facilities  which  would  permit 
having  the  7th  and  8th  Grade  pupils  transferred  from  the 
Oakham  Elementary  School  to  a  new  Junior  High  School.  The 
space  presently  occupied  by  7th  and  8th  Grades  would  thus 
become  available  for  the  anticipated  larger  enrollment  of  the 
1st  to  6th  Grades. 

To  further  facilitate  the  study  of  Regional  Junior  High 
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School  possibilities  it  was  voted  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  to 
appoint  a  separate  Regional  Junior  High  School  Study  Group 
consisting  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Town  Mode¬ 
rator.  This  group  has  been  formed.  It  consists  of:

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  TREASURER 

In  submitting  this  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  our 
town  to  the  people  of  Oakham,  I  wish  to  add  a  few  com¬ 
ments  about  the  job  of  the  Town  Treasurer. 

Ours  is  one  of  the  smallest  towns  in  Worcester  County. 
The  Treasurer’s  duties  and  responsibilities  are  however  no 
less  than  for  a  town  several  times  the  size  of  Oakham.  Like 
every  city  and  town,  we  have  School  and  Highway  Depart¬ 
ments  with  semi-monthly  and  weekly  payrolls,  we  have  peri¬ 
odic  payments  for  welfare  and  old  age  assistance,  for  High 
School  and  Vocational  School  tuitions,  for  transportation  of 
our  school  children,  we  have  bills  to  pay  for  supplies  and 
equipment  required  by  our  various  departments,  we  have  to 
figure  and  collect  withholdings  for  Federal  and  State  taxes, 
for  Teacher’s  Retirement  Fund  and  County  Retirement  System 
for  everyone  who  receives  income  from  the  town. 

The  Town  Treasurer  must  administer  the  Trust  Funds  for 
library,  cemetery  perpetual  care,  and  other  benevolent  pur¬ 
poses.  He  must  negotiate  loans  and  is  responsible  for  pay¬ 
ments  of  interest  and  principle  when  due.  He  must  collect 
payments  from  the  tax  collector.  State,  County  and  other  agen¬ 
cies,  keep  account  of  bank  deposits,  interest  and  dividends,  he 
must  prepare  monthly,  quarterly  and  yearly  statements  and 
reports  of  all  financial  activities  for  submittal  to  local  and 
State  governments  and  the  Town  Accountant,  and  he  must 
keep  accurate  books.  The  work  is  varied  and  extensive. 

During  the  year  1960  the  Treasurer  made  2,340  separate 
payments  by  check  and  collected  over  500  separate  items  for 
deposit. 

As  my  first  term  of  the  Office  of  Town  Treasurer  nears 
its  end,  I  wish  to  express  sincere  appreciation  for  the  assist¬ 
ance,  advice  and  encouragement  I  received  from  our  Select¬ 
men,  our  Town  Clerk  and  our  Town  Accountant.  They  have 
contributed  much  to  making  the  task  more  agreeable.  Special 
thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Kuhner,  who  devoted  most  of  her 
spare  time  to  the  extensive  paper  work  involved  in  conducting 
this  office  ably  and  efficiently.  The  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  the  job  was  well  done  and  of  having  been  permitted  to 
serve  the  people  of  Oakham  is  rewarding  compensation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  the  third 
annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Oakham. 

On  March  17,  1960  the  Board  voted  to  give  the  Prelim¬ 
inary  Plan  presented  by  Mr.  Frank  K.  Packard,  Jr.,  describing 
the  subdivision,  “Pine  Acres,”  its  Tentative  Approval  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  Section  III  A.3  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Planning  Board. 

On  June  16,  1960  the  Board  met  with  Mr.  Donald  Kirby 
of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Division  of  Planning,  who 
reviewed  the  Board’s  activities  and  offered  advice  as  to  how  we 
may  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  town. 

On  May  26,  1960,  the  plan  of  the  Bert  S.  Reed  property, 
presentd  by  Mr.  Lional  A.  Lajoie,  Jr.  was  declared  not  to 
constitute  a  subdivision  within  the  meaning  of  the  Subdivision 
Control  Law. 

Soon  after  the  town  meeting  when  the  voters  agreed  to 
purchase  a  new  fire  truck,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  asked  the 
Planning  Board  to  co-operate  with  other  town  departments  to 
select  sites  for  new  water  holes  to  provide  better  means  of  fire 
protection.  Although  the  members  of  the  Board  have  stated 
that  they  do  not  feel  themselves  qualified  to  work  on  this  pro¬ 
ject  without  the  full  co-operation  of  other  town  departments, 
the  Board  feels  that  the  Selectmen  have  made  an  excellent 
suggestion  and  one  that  should  be  carried  out  at  the  earliest 
time. 

On  January  19,  1961  in  a  discussion  carried  over  from  the 
November  meeting,  the  Board  voted  to  request  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  go  forward  with  their  plan.  It  is  our  hope 
that  the  following  will  be  considered. 

1.  That  a  co-operative  committee  be  established  by  the 
town  to  study  and  make  recommendations  for  the 
following: 

A.  To  establish  a  continuing  program  whereby  exist¬ 
ing  water  holes  are  cleaned  periodically. 

B.  To  recommend  new  water  hole  sites  as  to  number 
and  location  to  provide  the  maximum  protection 
to  the  greatest  number  of  dwellings. 
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C.  To  recommend  a  program  for  the  establishment  of 
such  new  water  hole  sites  that  are  agreed  upon.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Accounting 
Officer  for  the  period  between  January  1,  1960  and  December 
31,  1960. 

During  the  year  I  met  with  the  Selectmen  at  their  regular 
meetings  and  presented  26  Treasury  warrants  for  their  ap¬ 
proval.  These  warrants  listed  expenditures  which  totalled 
$172,208.85  for  1960.  A  total  of  798  vouchers  covering  pay¬ 
rolls  and  bills  were  checked  carefully  for  accuracy  and  for 
availability  of  appropriation  funds. 

Receipts  totalled  $166,643.63  and  a  detailed  listing  of 
these  receipts,  showing  sources  and  amounts,  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  for  your  information. 

In  March,  State  Accountants  made  their  regular  audit  of 
town  accounts,  and  a  statement  of  their  findings  will  be  found 
elsewhere  in  this  report. 

The  outstanding  debt  of  the  town,  as  of  December  31,  1960 
stands  at  $14,000.00  Of  this  amount  $8,500.00  is  inside  the 
debt  limit,  and  $5,500.00  is  outside  the  debt  limit.

Although  there  were  no  clinics  of  any  kind  held  during 
the  year  the  Board  assisted  in  providing  anti-polio  inocula¬ 
tions  in  certain  instances  . 


Requests  were  submitted  to  the  State  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  to  have  the  domestic  water  supplies  on  two  pro¬ 
perties  tested  and  these  tests  were  made  and  the  results  for¬ 
warded  to  the  property  owners. 

The  State  also  conducted  tests  of  the  water  at  Lake  Dean 
before  the  start  of  the  Red  Cross  swimming  classes,  sponsored 
by  the  Parent  Teachers  Association,  and  the  water  was  found 
to  be  suitable  for  public  bathing. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Town  under  Article 
17  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  rules  and  regulations  govern¬ 
ing  the  use  of  the  town  dump  were  drawn  up  and  published. 
These  regulations  are  very  limited  in  scope  and  may  be  added 
to  if  it  is  found  that  they  are  not  effective.  However  v/e  feel 
that  with  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  townspeople  this 
will  not  be  necessary. 

Preliminary  drafts  of  sanitary  rules  and  regulations 
were  also  drawn  up,  but  since  the  State  has  now  adopted 
three  sections  of  its  sanitary  code  covering  most  of  our  health 
problems  “existing  or  foreseeable”  and  is  in  the  process  of 
adopting  more  we  do  not  feel  that  it  is  necessary  or  advisable 
to  put  any  regulations  of  our  own  in  effect  at  the  present  time.

The  town’s  Public  Assistance  program  was  administered 
by  the  Quaboag  Welfare  District  with  continued  excellent 
service  and  consideration. 

The  total  Public  Assistance  and  Administration  costs  for 
the  year  1960  showed  a  decrease  of  $1,205.29  from  those  for 
1959.  This  was  due  principally  to  a  drop  of  $3,961.65  in  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children  charges  which  more  than  compensated 
for  an  increase  of  $2,671.29  in  Old  Age  Assistance  costs.

REPORT  OF  THE  QUABOAG  WELFARE  DISTRICT 

We  have  been  involved  with  many  problems  over  the  past 
years,  but  one  of  he  most  important  ones  at  this  time  is  the 
responsibility  of  children  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of 
their  parent  or  parents.  This  has  been  quite  a  cumbersome 
problem  for  this  office  to  administer  and  has  undoubtedly 
caused  a  good  deal  of  hard  feeling  among  children  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  recipients  who  have  a  legal  obligation  to  meet  in 
accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

To  bring  about  a  better  understanding  of  our  position  in 
this  matter  we  quote  from  Section  No.  2-A  of  Chapter  118- A 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  as  follows: 

‘Tn  determining  the  resources  of  an  aged  person  under 
section  two  the  following  schedule  relative  to  the  financial  abi¬ 
lity  to  support  by  a  child  of  such  person  shall  be  followed: 

1.  In  the  case  of  an  employed  single  child  living  with  his 
aged  parent  or  parents,  income  up  to  twenty-two  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  per  annum  shall  be  considered  exempt  and  available  to 
said  child  for  his  personal  needs  and  his  board  and  lodging.  Of 
the  amount  of  income  in  excess  of  the  twenty-two  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  per  annum  received  by  said  child,  one  third  shall  be  contri¬ 
buted  as  support  to  the  parent  or  parents. 

2  Board  and  lodging  paid  by  a  child  living  with  his  aged 
parent  or  parents  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  resource  unless 
it  exceeds  ten  dollars  per  week. 

3.  In  case  of  an  employed  single  child  living  apart  from 
his  aged  parent  or  parents,  income  up  to  twenty-four  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  shall  be  considered  exempt  and 
available  to  said  child  for  his  personal  needs  and  his  board  and 
lodging.  Of  the  amount  of  income  in  excess  of  the  twenty-four 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  received  by  said  child. 
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-one-third  shall  be  contributed  as  support  to  the  parent  or  pa¬ 
rents. 

4.  And  in  the  case  of  an  employed  married  chiM  living 
apart  from  his  aged  parent  or  parents,  income  up  to  thirty- 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  shall  be  considered 
exempt  and  available  to  said  child  for  his  personal  needs.  Of 
the  amount  of  income  in  excess  of  thirty-seven  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  annum  received  by  said  child,  one  third  shall 
be  contributed  as  support  to  the  parent  or  parents. 

5.  The  amounts  of  exempted  income  of  any  child  herein¬ 
above  specified  shall  be  increased  by  the  amount  of  six  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  for  each  dependent,  other  than  the  spouse,  of 
.such  child. 

6.  In  any  case  any  unusual  circumstances  within  the  im¬ 
mediate  family  shall  be  considered  with  a  view  to  determining 
whether  such  circumstances  justify  an  exemption  from  the 
general  rule  relative  to  persons  coming  within  the  above 
classes. 

7.  Said  support  by  children  of  their  parent  or  parents 
shall  include  support  by  children  residing  outside  the  com¬ 
monwealth  as  well  as  those  residing  therein. 

8.  The  word  “income”  as  used  in  this  schedule  shall  mean 
income  after  deducting  state  and  federal  income  taxes  thereom 
In  determining  the  income  of  a  child  of  an  aged  person  or  per¬ 
sons  seeking  to  receive  or  receiving,  assistance  under  this 
chapter,  the  statement  of  said  children  under  oath  shall  be 
accepted,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  No  investigation  as 
to  the  income  of  such  child  shall  be  made  by  a  local  board  of 
public  welfare  unless  the  child  shall  have  refused  to  submit 
such  a  statement,  or  unless  the  board  reasonably  doubts  the 
accuracy  of  a  statement  submitted.” 

Although  the  performance  of  our  duty  is  not  always  pleas¬ 
ant  in  this  connection,  we  must  carry  out  our  administrative 
responsibility,  —  realizing,  of  course,  that  this  is  law  and 
not  pohcy  and  can  only  be  changed  through  an  act  of  legisla¬ 
tion. 


We  believe  the  foregoing  will  help  to  clarify  the  problem 
of  the  liability  of  children  of  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients 
and  our  position  in  regard  thereto.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Oakham  may  be  the  smallest  of  the  towns  in  Union  24 
but  it  suffers  from  the  same  growing  pains  as  the  largest  and 
the  middle-sized  towns.  Oakham  faces  the  same  need  to 
keep  its  educational  program  in  step  with  other  areas  and 
the  demands  of  modern  life. 

There  appears  to  be  two  possible  solutions  to  Oakham’s 
school  problem: 

(1)  Join  with  Rutland  in  the  construction  of  school 
facilities  which  will  make  possible  a  better  edu¬ 
cational  program,  especially  in  grades  7  and  8. 

(2)  If  this  possibility  does  not  develop,  build  a  new 
school  in  Oakham  which  will  provide  ample  space 
for  future  growth. 

A  study  committee  has  been  working  with  other  com¬ 
mittees  to  determine  the  best  course  of  action  for  Oakham. 
The  matter  is  of  pressing  concern,  for,  with  the  present  fa¬ 
cilities,  the  7  and  8  grades  are  much  too  large  for  one  teacher, 
no  matter  how  capable,  to  do  an  adequate  job.  Oakham’s 
children  deserve  a  better  education  than  is  now  possible  with¬ 
in  the  limitations  of  the  present  building.  We  hope  that  a 
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satisfactory  solution  can  be  discovered  before  another  year 
has  passed. 

The  present  school  staff  is  to  be  commended  for  its  de¬ 
votion  to  education  and  for  the  results  it  achieves.

ART  SUPERVISOR’S  REPORT, 

SCHOOL  UNION  NO.  24,  1960 

During  this  year  the  art  department  has  expanded  along 
with  the  scope  of  the  schools  themselves.  One  new  super¬ 
visor,  Miss  Charlotte  Crout,  was  added  to  teach  art  in  the 
first  six  grades  of  most  of  the  schools  of  the  union.  This  is  her 
first  teaching  assignment  and  has  been  a  fairly  difficult  one  to 
adjust  to,  considering  the  many  personal  contacts  which  are 
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part  of  the  routine  of  supervision.  However,  Miss  Crout  is 
fitting  into  the  system  satisfactorily  and  is  a  credit  to  the  art 
department  and  the  schools.

The  following  is  my  annual  report  as  the  music  super¬ 
visor  of  the  Holden  School  Union  No.  24. 

The  music  is  carried  on  by  the  teachers  assisted  by  the 
weekly  visit  of  the  music  consultant.  Singing  and  listening 
are  the  two  areas  upon  which  most  stress  is  laid. 

Mr.  Bowden,  the  instrumental  instructor,  meets  the  in¬ 
strumental  classes  weekly.  The  children  perform  in  groups 
of  from  one  to  three  years’  experience.  The  tonette  program 
introduced  last  year  in  all  the  fourth  grades  of  the  union 
has  proven  an  aid  to  the  music  program  and  will  be  con¬ 
tinued. 

The  instrument  classes  performed  at  the  graduation  exer¬ 
cises  as  did  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  glee  club.  The  en¬ 
tire  school  participated  in  the  Christmas  program.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

The  following  is  1960  Annual  Report  of  School  Health 
Services,  provided  in  Oakham. 

The  routine  physical  examinations  for  children  in  grades 
one,  four,  and  seven,  were  made  by  Dr.  Channing  H.  Wash¬ 
burn,  School  Physician,  assisted  by  the  school  nurses.  Writ¬ 
ten  notices  were  sent  to  all  parents  whose  children  were  found 
to  have  any  physical  defects. 
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The  vision,  hearing,  weighing,  and  measuring  examina¬ 
tions  were  done  simultaneously  by  the  school  nurses  assisted 
by  two  technicians.  Re-checks  are  being  completed  by  the 
school  nurses  and  notices  will  be  sent  home  to  parents  whose 
children  failed  this  test. 

Three  diphtheria  immunization  clinics  were  held  and 
36  children  received  immunizations. 

One  pre-school  registration  day  was  conducted. 

The  Dental  Hygiene  Program  for  the  children  in  the  first 
three  grades  was  resumed  through  the  cooperation  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
(1)  find  dental  caries,  (2)  promote  the  corrections  of  dental 
defects,  and  (3)  educate  children  to  practice  correct  dental 
hygiene  procedures. 

Throughout  the  year,  other  routine  services  were  provid¬ 
ed,  such  as,  home  visits,  personal  interviews,  inspections,  first 
aid,  exclusion  of  sick  children,  planning  with  and  assisting 
the  School  Physician  in  clinics,  conferences,  ordering  all  health 
supplies,  and  notifying  parents  of  physical  defects. 

Required  reports  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health  in  the  areas  of  vision,  hearing,  physical  examinations, 
and  physically  handicapped  children  were  compiled  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

There  are  290  active  children  and  adult  library  cards. 
The  total  circulation  of  books  for  1960  was  3025.  There  were 
692  adult  and  2333  children’s  books  issued  with  1492  renew¬ 
als.  Magazine  circulation  for  the  year  was  208,  in  addition 
to  those  which  were  read  in  the  reading  room.  The  library 
has  20  magazine  subscriptions.  LP  records  showed  a  circula¬ 
tion  of  51. 

There  were  34  adult  books  purchased  and  43  books  were 
received  as  gifts,  also  55  children’s  books  were  purchased  and  6 
were  gifts.  A  total  of  12  LP  phonograph  records  were  bought. 
The  Lincoln  Library  of  Information  Encyclopedia,  consisting 
of  2  volumes,  was  purchased  during  the  past  year.

GREETINGS: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of

Business  meeting  will  open  at  8  P.M.  then  and  there  to  act 
on  the  following  articles: 

Article  1.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  several 
town  officers  and  to  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  choose  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman,  one 
Assessor,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Library 
Trustee,  and  one  member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee  all  for 
three  year  terms;  a  Moderator,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Treasurer, 
Auditor,  Tree  Warden,  three  Fence  Viewers,  and  six  Con¬ 
stables,  for  one  year  terms;  and  one  Planning  Board  member 
for  a  five  year  term,  all  on  one  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  choose  all  the  necessary  town  officers  and 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year  not  required  to  be  elected 
by  ballot.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  such 
sums  of  money  as  are  necessary  to  pay  salaries,  expenses  and 
outlays  of  the  several  town  department  for  the  ensuing  year.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  New  Braintree 
Road  under  Chapter  90  Highway  Construction  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  from  the  Overlay  Surplus  for  the  purposes 
of  a  Reserve  Fund  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  the 
sum  of  $1,500  or  any  other  amount  from  the  Highway  Mach¬ 
inery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.
